With Farmers’ Day being observed 
at the Edmonton Exhibition Tuesday 
efternoon, and Old Sol revealing a@ 
beaming countenance to the celebra- 
tion, another highly successful day 
was opened at the Fair Sun-bronzed 
agriculturists and picturesque cow- 
punchers, attired in somberos and 
high-heeled shoes were much in evi- 
dence aiid special attention was paid 
the livestock exhibits, agricultural 
products booths, farm machinery dis- 
plays and other exhibits pertaining 
to agricultural life 

6p cial attractions, with horseshoe 
pitching, by heck outstanding, were 
arranged and drew a large quota of 
interested spectators and competitors 
With thousands swarming the grounds 
the exhibition bid fair to eclipse the 
attendance fignre of 21,000 set Mon- 
day, fair officials stated 

Records Broken 

Smashing all previous attendance 
records, more than 21,000 persons 
clicked the turnstiles at the opening 
day of the Exhibition Monday, P. W 
Abbott, manager, announced Monday 
night. On the opening day last year 
17,000 persons attended while 13,600 
was the figure for the opening day 
in 1026. 

Officially declared open by Lady 
Willingdon at 3.15 p.m., the exhibition 
got away to a flying start with every 
indication of a record-breaking weck 
With smiling skies, brilliant sun- 
shine and every natural advantage 
for a successful fair, the gates were 
thrown open Monday to thousands of

Escorted by a guard of honor from 
the 19th Alberta Dragoons, the vice- 
regal party accompanied by Lieut- 
Gov. and Mrs. Egbert drew up in

Mayor Reads Welcome 

Mayor A. U. G. Bury read an ad- 
dress of welcome to the distinguished 
visitors, extending a most hearty wel- 
come to them on behalf of the City of 
Edmonton and thanking them for 
complying with the request to offi- 
cially open the fair. 

In suitable terms, Lady Willingdon 
described the pleasure she experienced 
n again visiting Edmonton, expressed 
her delight with the honor she had in 
officiating at the cpening ceremony 
and wished the exhibition every possi- 
ble success 

As Lady Willingdon conciuded her 
address a number of beautiful day- 
light fireworks which burst into bal- 
loons, flags and amusing figures, were 
set off. 

The vice-regal party with civic dig- 
nitaries and exhibition officials then 
proceeded to a special box in the 
grandstand to watch the opening of 
the platform and track attractions.

A splendid vaudeville program was 
given on the platform as a regular 
part of the grandstand entertainment 
schedule. Filling the opening spot on 
the program were the Nelson family 
a highly-trained troupe of skilled 
acrobats and tumblers .

107 Out of 110 Chiidren in 
Mission Are Fighting 
Sickness

FORT SMITH, N.W.T., July 17.-- 
Eleven deaths haye been recorded to 
date in a serious epidemic of influenza 
which is sweepin gthe Fort Resolution 
district, according to word received 
from that point by wireless on Tues- 
day Many more sufferers from the 
dread disease are fighting for their 
lives 

Among those who succumbed were 
two Indian chiefs, Joseph Hoole, more 
familiarly known as Petet Hoone 
Hoole, lifetime interpreter for the 
Hudson's Bay Company, and the in- 
| fant son of Antoine Boileau 

All Old Victims 

With the exception of Baby Boileau 
| victims have all been of advanced 
years, and with the exception of one 
white man, who is very il], all sufferers 
have been either Indians or half- 
breds. The Indians have succumbed 
rapidly to the disease 

Ir. one case an elderly couple were 
alone in their house when selzed. The 
wife managed to get to her bed, but 
died almost immediately. The hus- 
band endeavored to ascend “he stairs, 
but so quickly was he seized that 
\ died on the way up. The young son 
of the couple was playing in the yard 
and when he finally went into the 
house, he made the sad discovery 

At the Fort Resolution Roman Cath- 
olic mission it is reported that 107 
out of 110 Indian and halfbreed child- 
ren are sick.

VERNON, B.C., July 17.-—The

A lot of the prejudice that the people of one section of the country 
have against the people of another section of the country is attributable 
to the homesickness of individuals whose nostalgia expresses itself in 
abuse of the place to which they have gone to live and exploitation of 
that portion of “God's country” which they left because they couldn't 
make a living in it, or for advantages which ithe country they so rate, and 
to which they are so ungrateful, offers them. 


Women are very prone to indulge in morbid homesickness and in eulti- 
vating it instead of trying to overcome it. I know one woman who told mec 
that she had lived for thirty years in a community without ever getting really 
acquainted with anybody in it because she didn't like their accent. She seem- 
ed to account this to herself for a virtue, but I could only pity her for what 
she had missed in the way of human contacts and friendliness 
lived a lonely woman when she might have had love and given love, and had 
8 million interests that she had missed 


There is nothing truer than the old saying that home is wherever the 
heart is. You can find the same interest, the same kind of men and 
women, the same human reactions everywhere, and if you show yourself 
friendly, you can make friends. 


So go to work and found your new home in the place to which destiny has 
called you, And try to realize inat your regret for the old home is largely 
imaginary. You have woven about it and your old friends and acquaintances 
@ perfection that they never had, and you see them through a glamour that 
gives them an enchantment they do not possess in reality. 


One of the best remedies in the world for homesickness is just to go 
back to the old home and get a close-up of it as it ix, and to find out thet 
the house that you think of as a palace is merely a commonplace, homely 
structure.

Dear Miss Dix—I am a lonely mother of 67, with five children. My only 
eister was @ year my senior. Our husbands died when we were young women 
She had six children about the ages of mine. A year after my husband's 
death I remarried and left my three sons, 15, 16 and 19 to go their own way 
1 gave my girls of 11 and 12 two years’ schooling, then pus them out to shift 
for themselves. They are al] married, prosperous, with children, homes and 
cars of thetr own. My sister did not marry. She washed, scrubbed, peddled 
nursed, clerked, to send her children through school. She paid for their edu- 
cation with her heart's blood. Two of her girls were given specks! training in 
the fine arts. Her baby boy was given seven years in a medical college. 

My sister is nearly 70 and her children and their husbands and wives and 
her grandchildren worship her. They dress her like a queen. Her yoom is as 
beautiful as a young girl's in its dainty appointments. They pet her and spoil! 
and shower her with money and gifts and trips. They ask her advice about 
everything. One of her ions-in-law recently travelled 700 miles to talk over 
8 business deal with her. One of her daughters said to me not long ago that 
they did not consider it a duty to do what they did for their mother, they 
thought it a privilege. 

My children do nothing for me. They show me no attention. They have 
no affection for me. I don't neevi money, but I do want their jove and com- 
panionship, and it doesn't seem fxir to me that my sister's children should be 
60 devoted to her, while mine neglect me.
